Just now v.e liear a good (Iral almtit the 


compulsory education law, ami about tlie 
advisability of making it an issue in the 
next campaign. Most of the talk on tlie 
subject comes from republican journals, and 
tliey seem disposed to force the issue. We 
don't think that anything of the kind will 
be done in Illinois, for the reason that the 
democrats are not disposed to take tip nny 
new question until an older one is settled. 
We have fov.ght the o!d practices of high 
taxation and trusts until the common enemy 
begins to fear that victory is with us. 
In 


this situation it is very natural that tlie 
champions of class legislation should try to 
introduce some new and disturbing (jiies- 
lion. Every fight those fellows won since 
1S7-J, was largely due to Die amount of 
prejudice they dragged into the campaigns. 
We feel certain that the bottom convictions 
of the people of Illinois are overwhelmingly 
with the democrats on the cjuestion of trade. 
No one is better aware of this than repub- 
lican leaders. 


The Chicago Tribune has been engaged 


for a great many years in showing the re- 
publican party that the high tarilf is ruin- 
ous to the people of the Northwest. 
This 


was done in the foolish hope that the lead- 
er^ of the g. o. p. might be brought to their 
senses.

The McKinley bill has been pretty 
well advertised throughout the state; and it 
is not what we want, either iu particulars 
or principle. Mr. Medill knows that he has 
made his last effective appeal to the people 
based upon the possible gooJ tiiere may be 
in the republican leaders.

with him is, how can the party be saved for 
a while longer'.' 


Kight here is where he undertakes to 


force an issue on the question of compul- 
sory education.
